line  Eig^ht  Hundred  Eighty-one  feet  (881)  from  the 
point  on  said  U.  S.  F.  S.  Government  line  lying  on  the 
westerly  line  of  said  road,  said  point  being  on  the  bank 
of  a  small  brook  and  marked  by  a  large  maple  tree,  up 
said  brook  as  it  trends  to  a  point  marked  as  a  U.  S.  F.  S. 
corner;  thence  north  76  degrees  and  30  minutes  West 
by  U.  S.  F.  S.  Hne  Two  Hundred  Thirty-six  feet  (236) 
to  a  stake  and  stone  set  in  said  line ;  thence  south  10 
degrees  fifteen  minutes  West  Fifteen  Hundred  Seventy 
feet  (1570)  to  a  stake  and  stones  set  on  the  line  of 
land  now  of  the  grantee;  thence  southerly  along  said 
line  of  the  land  of  the  grantee  across  the  highway  to 
the  bank  of  the  East  Branch  River ;  thence  northerly 
along  said  river  to  the  point  of  beginning.  Meaning  and 
intending  certain  land  bounded  by  the  land  formerly 
of  Garland  or  Gray  on  the  south,  and  land  of  U.  S.  F.  S.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Jackson: 

There  is  little  of  particular  interest  to  call  to  your 
attention  in  this  report.  School  attendance  has  been 
good  and  teachers  and  pupils  appear  to  be  interested  in 
their  work.  I  think  the  general  morale  of  the  school 
is  high. 

The  elementary  school  population  dropped  from  54 
in  1939  to  44  in   1940.     It  did  not  seem  good   business 
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to  maintain  three  schools  for  44  pupils  and  the  school 
at  Dundee  was  closed  and  the  pupils  transported. 

Our  school  nurse,  Miss  Harriet  Curren,  has  been 
incapacitated  by  an  injury  since  November  and  her 
work  is  beings  done  very  satisfactorily  by  Mrs.  Hester 
Bemis.
